The  International  Student  Centre  will  be 
placed  in  official  possession  of  its  new 
home,  Baldwin  House,  at  a ceremony  to  be 
held  in  Convocation  Hall  on  Friday  Novem- 
ber 18th  at  8 p.m.  It  is  an  open  occasion;  all 
members  of  the  University  are  invited  to 
attend.  J.  A.  Turner,  director  of  education 
of  the  Toronto  Township  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  past  governor  of  Rotary  District 
707  will  preside.  Dr.  Bissell  and  Mrs.  R.  G. 
Riddell  wiU  assist. 

After  the  ceremony  there  will  be  a recep- 
tion and  dancing  at  the  Centre.  On  Saturday 
the  19th  the  House  (33  St.  George  Street) 
will  be  open  to  aU  comers  from  2 to  6 p.m. 

International  Student  Centre  is  F.R.O.S. 
with  a new  name  and  new  status  as  a 
division  of  the  University,  but  with  the 
same  purpose,  principles,  and  guidance. 
Mrs.  Riddell,  who  has  piloted  F.R.O.S.  since 
it  was  launched  in  1950,  is  its  first  director. 

When  in  spite  of  pressure  of  other  expan- 
sion plans,  the  University  made  Baldwin 
House  available  to  F.R.O.S.,  Rotary  Club 
District  707  subscribed  $200,000  for  its 
restoration,  renovation,  and  furnishing. 
Under  the  direction  of  Professor  Eric  Arthur, 
the  work  is  in  its  final  stages. 

The  Director 

Fifteen  years  ago  Katherine  Page  Riddell 
accepted  an  experimental  post  as  part-time 
secretary  in  the  national  office  of  a newly 
founded  organization  called  Friendly  Rela- 
tions with  Overseas  Students.  The  office  was 
tucked  away  in  a corner  of  what  is  now 
the  food  sciences  building.  The  national 
secretary  was  finding  herself  swamped  with 
Toronto  students  and  had  no  time  to  give 
to  her  national  work.  Did  the  situation  war- 
rant the  appointment  of  someone  to  make 
these  students  her  sole  business?  As  Kay 
Riddell  has  proved,  it  did.  “Above  all,”  she 
says,  “I  wanted  to  be  in  touch  with  young 
people,  especially  university  students  from 
overseas.  And  I wanted  an  idea  to  sell.” 

Kay  had  grown  up  in  Stanstead,  Quebec, 
where  her  father  was  vice-principal  of  Stan- 
stead College,  and  in  St.  Thomas,  where  he 
was  principal  of  Alma  College.  From  Alma 
she  entered  Victoria  College  with  advanced 
standing.  There  she  did  the  usual  things  for 
a co-ea  of  her  calibre:  University  Settle- 
ment, S.C.M.,  residence  council,  student 
government,  literary  society  and  so  on.  After 
Victoria,  she  went  to  O.C.E.,  and  presently 
found  herself  teaching  several  subjects  in  a 
small  school  at  Caledonia. 


Meanwhile,  as  a Vic  delegate  to  a con- 
ference of  S.C.M.,  she  had  met  Robert 
Gerald  Riddell  of  Winnipeg.  They  were 
married  in  1936  when,  with  a Manitoba 
B.A.,  a Toronto  M.A.,  and  a B.Litt.  from 
Oxford,  Gerry  Riddell  had  been  appointed 
a University  lecturer  in  history  and  Senior 
Tutor  at  Victoria— Vic’s  first  married  senior 
tutor.  Their  house  filled  with  freshmen  most 
of  the  time,  they  lived  on  the  Victoria 
grounds  for  five  years.  At  that  point  Gerry 
was  co-opted  by  the  Department  of  External 
Affairs.  They  moved  to  Ottawa  and  he  rose 
rapidly  in  the  Department.  In  1950  he  was 
appointed  permanent  head  of  the  Canadian 
U.N.  delegation  (with  the  rank  of  ambas- 
sador) succeeding  General  A.  G.  L.  Mc- 
Naughton.  The  Riddells  found  a house 
near  Lake  Success.  “For  the  first  time,” 
Mrs.  Riddell  recalls,  “our  home  was  oriented 
to  other  countries.  Always  we’d  had  young 
people;  now  we  had  overseas  young  people.” 
In  March,  1951  while  on  his  first  real 
weekend  hohday  with  his  family,  Gerald 
Riddell  died  of  a heart  attack.  The  stress 
and  strain— war  in  Korea  was  at  its  height- 
had  been  inhuman.  “He  was  always  having 
to  drive  somewhere,”  says  Mrs.  Riddell. 
“He  used  a driver  and  had  a light  on  in 
the  back  so  that  he  could  write  his  speeches, 
his  statement,  and  his  reports.  But  he  never 
let  up,  never  admitted  strain,  and  always 
had  time  for  everybody.” 

The  house  in  Ottawa  had  been  rented 
for  three  years;  with  her  two  young  chil- 
dren, Kay  came  back  to  Toronto. 

F.R.O.S.  is  no  longer  an  experiment;  it 
is  an  indispensable  campus  institution.  It  is 
a bridge  between  students  from  overseas 
and  their  Canadian  counterparts;  it  is  a 
catalyst  that  helps  things  to  happen  and,  as 
Mrs.  Riddell  says,  “sets  things  up  so  that 
they  can  happen.”  “At  one  time,”  she  con- 
tinues, “we  were  afraid  of  being  over- 
whelmed by  ‘services’.  That  danger  has 
passed.  Thanks  to  our  relays  of  student 
assistants  and  executive  assistants  and  all 
our  voluntary  helpers,  to  the  University 
administration,  to  Rotary,  to  hard  working 
Faculty  advisors,  and  to  the  hundreds  who 
write  back  to  us  every  year,  we  seem  to 
have  made  the  breakthrough  to  Canadians 
and  their  overseas  contemporaries.  We  have 
always  tried  to  have  time  for  everybody; 
there’ll  be  no  change  at  Baldwin  House— 
and  we’ll  have  more  room  for  everything.” 
Kay  Riddell  has  sold  an  idea.

In  1928  Miss  Fenwick  left  England  to 
become  the  second  curator  of  prints  and 
drawings  at  the  National  Gallery  of  Canada, 
and  she  has  since  devoted  her  time  to  the 
building  up  of  the  Gallery’s  collection  of 
prints  and  drawings.  Her  magnum  opus  to 
date  is  the  Catalogue  of  European  Drawings, 
published  in  1964.  Miss  Fenwick  was  asso- 
ciate editor  of  Canadian  Art  from  its 
inception  in  1944  until  1959.  She  has  held 
several  special  posts  such  as  those  of  adviser 
to  the  Ganadian  delegation  to  the  first 
UNESCO  Conference  in  1946  and  member 
of  the  Canadian  art  committee  for  the 
Brussels  World’s  Fair.  She  is  now  a member 
of  the  selection  committee  for  the  art  gal- 
lery of  the  Montreal  World’s  Fair. 

Dr.  Leddy  has  been  president  and  vice- 


chancellor  of  the  University  of  Windsor 
since  1964.  From  1930  to  1964  he  was  with 
the  University  of  Saskatchewan,  becoming 
Dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Science 
there.  He  has  been  chairman,  president,  and 
member  of  many  organizations,  including 
the  Humanities  Research  Council  of  Canada, 
the  Canada  Council,  World  University  Ser- 
vice, Canadian  University  Service  Overseas, 
Classical  Association  of  Canada,  Canadian 
Association  of  Rhodes  Scholars,  Canadian 
Catholic  Historical  Association,  and  the 
Canadian  National  Commission  for 
UNESCO. 

James  T.  Phillips  is  president  and  direc- 
tor of  the  Associates  of  the  University  of 
Toronto,  Inc.  and  director  of  the  New  York 
Alumni  Club  of  the  University  of  Toronto. 
A graduate  of  Toronto  in  Mathematics  and 
Physics,  Mr.  Phillips  retired  in  1962  as 
senior  vice-president  and  chief  actuary  of 
the  New  York  Life  Insurance  Company 
after  over  40  years’  service.  Since  his  retire- 
ment his  principal  interest  has  been  in  en- 
couraging alumni  living  in  the  United 
States  to  support  the  university  in  many 
important  areas.
